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A NEW TARIFF BILL. 


After more than five months of 
tinkering with the tariff bill pre- 
sented tothe House of Represent- 
atives by the Oommittee on Ways 
and Means, and three months of 
wrangling in the Senate over 
the various items after the bill 
had passed through the various pre- 
liminary stages, it has been found 
that there was no hope of passing the 
measure, and finally a new bill,which 
is in the nature of a compromise, was 
last Tuesday presented for the con- 
sideration of the Senators. Else- 
where in this issue will be found 
a list of th» changes proposed, 
from which it will be seen that 
specific duties have in most instances 
been substituted for ad valorem, and 
that there has been a general eleva- 
tion of the rates, with a reduction in 
the number of articles in the free list. 
Tne friends of the new bill express 
confidence that their scheme in offer- 
ing this as a compromise measure 
will be favorably received and that a 
tariff law may be speedily passed on 
the basis of its provisions. As there 
are some four hundred changes in the 
rates proposed it may be found 
dificult to induce the House to 
concur, even should the Senate 
adopt the provisions, which, judg- 
ing from the diverse views 80 
tenaciously adhered to in con- 
sidering the. Wilson bill, is not 
likely. As we have before urged, 
whatever is done in the way of chang- 
ing our tariff law should be done 


5! promptly. The commercial and in- 


dustrial interests of the country are 
likely to suffer more by the protracted 
discussion of the tariff rates and un- 
certainties constantly presented by 
the frequent changes made in the 
rates than they would were a 
bill passed promptly, although 
some of its provisions should 
prove injurious to individual inter- 
ests. When the law makers at 
Washington grapple with questions 
affecting commercial matters they 
show themselves to be impracticable 
theorists or political demagogues 
whose sole object is to secure, or 
retain, political prestige, apparently 
cating little for the general prosper- 
ity ofthecountry. Possibly an un- 


fo | Usually large proportion of the latter 


class is to be found in the present 
Senate, if we may judge from the 
course taken by them since the tariff 
has been under consideration. More 
than ever before this discussion of 
the tariff should bring home to the 
people the necessity of sending prac- 
tical business men to represent their 
interests in the legislative halls at 
Washington.

THE TARIFF AND OPIUM. 


The tariff bill, which has been pre- 
sented to the Senate by the Finance 
Committee of that body, places opuim 
on the free list. The House Bill pro- 
posed a duty of one dollara pound, 
and jit was in anticipation of this 
duty being ultimately imposed by the 
early enactment into law of the tariff 
bill, which at that time seemed very 
probable, that certain houses here 
entered into a speculation to import 
large quantities in anticipation of the 
passage of the bill, and thus secure 
enormous profits, the very contempla- 
tion of which was sufficient to tempt 
them to import enough to supply the 
demand for along period. It was 
this heavy buying early in the year 
that stiffened the market in the face 
of the large stocks in the European 
centers. But the action of Congress 
hasbeen uncertain and erratic and 
the present outlook is not a pleasant 
one for those now holding these large 
stocks of opium which were secured 
at figures considerably. higher than 
the present range of values, 


S§The manufacturers of morphine are 
correspondingly pleased at the pros- 
pect of retaining free opiura which, 
with the duty on the former placed at 
the same rate as the present law, 
would leave them in the position they 
are at present, 

It appears thatthe sentiment of a 
large majority of the trade as voiced 
by the recommendations of the 
Committee of the Drug trade Section 
of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation had great weight with the 
Finance Committee in bringing 
about a restoration of opium to the 
free list, and there is a strong feeling 
of confidence that no further change 
will be made, as no reasonable ar- 
gument other than a desire to secure 
revenue can be brought forward to 
sustain a demand for any duty on 
opium containing over nine per cent 
of the alkaloid. 

In the meantime consumers are 
indifferent, being fully conversent 
with the atate of affairs in this mar- 
ket and it is difficult to expect any- 
thing but a declining market as all 
present indications point to a good 
crop. 
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THE WHISKEY TRUST BACKS DOWN. 


Following closely on the announce- 
ment of the defeat of the Whiskey 
Trust in the suit brought by Gotts- 
chalk of Baltimore—the Trust’s 
agent—for the payment of rebate 
vouchers amounting to over $37,000, 
notwithstanding he had violated the 
stipulation contained in the vouchers 
by buying elsewhere, comes the news 
of the settlement of the suit brought 
against the Trust by a prominent 
liquor dealer of this city, in the New 
York Supreme Oourt, to compel the 
payment of rebate vouchers amount- 
ing to twelve hundred dollars. Be- 
fore suit was brought the Trust of- 
fered to compromise, provided he 
would agree to purchase all supplies 
from it. This he refused to do and 
brought the action to recover. 


After the monopoly had been so 
badly beaten in its own home, it 
seemed unwilling to allow this suit to 
go to trial, and tendered a certified 
check covering not only the amount 
of rebate vouchers due, but those not 
yet due, and all costs in the case. As 
the suit was brought on purely legal 
grounds, the outcome is regarded as 
acomp!ete backdown for .the Trust, 
and an admission on its part that it is 
liable for all rebate vouchers issued 
by it, inasmuch as the fact is well 
known that it: assumed the dealer 
had confined all his purchases 
to the Trust. Its surrender is 
is complete. The precedent is estab- 
lished. It is palpably unwilling to 
allow suits to test the legality of its 
rebate system to go to trial. All that 
is wanted now is courage on the part 
of rebate certificate holders who have 
purchased from outside sources, 


Should the trust refuse to pay their. 


vouchers there is scarcely the shadow 
of a doubt but that suits would com- 
pel them to do so. In fact, undor the 
circumstances, it is highly probable 
that such suits would be settled out 
of court. 

Some of the most eminent lawyers 
have advanced the opinion that sound 
law is embodied in the Judge’s 
charge to the jury in the Kansas Oity 
cases recently reported in these col- 
umns,on which basis the Trust can be 
made to pay all rebate vouchers issu- 
ed. ‘Ihe monopoly is doubtless of the 
same opinion, and we confidently look 
for a settlement of all the outstanding 
suits against the Trust under the re- 
bate system and the entire elimina- 
tion of this form of exaction now 
practiced by it. Inasmuch as the 
annual report of the Trust recently is- 
sued shows nearly $2,000,000 due to 
rebate holders, the question arises: 


With the rebate system abolished, 
what will the Trust do for money 
with which to carry on on ite busi- 
ness, as it is calculated that this 
amount has been at all times suffi- 
cient to enable it to get along without 
resorting to the usual methods neces- 
sarily employed by large enterprises, 
Oan it borrow on its warehouse re- 
ceipts? It would seem to us as 
though this plan was not a very feas- 
ible one inasmuch as it would involve 
something akin to a partnership ar- 
rangement with the Government, 
which it would appear bankers are 
loth to enter into for the rea- 
son that it would bring them into 
contact with a certain class of officials 
who, in looking out for the Govern- 
ment’s interest, would be apt to over- 
look that of anyone else. A case in 
point is recorded during the collec- 
torship of the late Chester A. Arthur, 
in which money was loaned on high- 
wines in bond by a prominent city 
bank. The goods were deliverable to 
the order of the Government and the 
bank in question, but they were al- 
lowed to go abroad, and when an ex- 
planation was sought the bank was 
calmly told by the officials that the 
Government’s interests had been 
looked after, and nothing more was 
necessary. The bank lost the money 
it had advanced on the merchandise. 
Therefore, should this avenue of as- 
sistance be closed to the Trust, and 
with the odious rebate system abol- 
ished, it would appear that dark days 
are in store for the monopoly.

ADVANCE IN QUICKSILVER VER- 
MILION. 

For some time past an impressfon 
has existed amongst consumers of 
quicksilver vermilion that the 
strengthened tone and advancing ten- 
dency of quicksilver would reflect it- 
selfin advanced prices for its pig- 
ment product, That these anticipa- 
tions were not without foundation is 
shown in the recent action of the as- 
sociated manufacturers who ad- 
vanced market values to forty-seven, 
forty-eight and fifty-two cents, as to 
quantity and style of package. 

About four months ago, when the 
conditions governing the market for 
quicksilver were reversed and every 
tendency was adverse to astrict main- 
tenance of prices, the salient features 
influencing the downward market 
received editorial comment. The 
utter demoralization of the market in 
the west, due to the heavy supplies, 
the lack of demand consequent upon 
the closing down of the silver mines, 
and the threatened repeal .of the 
duty, all had their effect. The cul- 
mination being reached when prices, 
after many and repeated breaks 
reached the low basis of thirty 
dollars per flask. Nor was it 
without effect on the pigment pro- 
duct, for about this time manufac- 
turers through stress of constricted 
demand and a desire to forse an out- 
let for their holdings, were com- 
pelled to consent to a reduction of 
ten cents, prices sharply breaking 
from fifty-three to forty-three cents 
for large quantities. 

Since the beginning of April ad- 
vices from primary centers have 
evidenced gradual improvement both 
in tone and price, and thirty-five 
dollars per flask is the ruling quota- 
tions for quicksilver at the mines. 
Locally the raw material is held 
at forty-nine cents per pound, 
or two cents higher than its pig- 
ment product, hence it will readily 
be conceded that the margin 
of profit is as yet very narrow, but 
the quotations recently advanced 
and now submitted are held subject 
to change without notification. Itis 
doubtful, however, whether manufac- 
turers will avail thomselves of thig 
opportunity for some time, 





STATISTICAL POSITION 
BIER. 


The statistical position of gambier 
on the first of the month, according 


to statistics furnished, gave a quan- 


tity in store, both here and at Boston, 
equal to 3,600 bales with further sup- 
plies in port, but only rartially 
discharged, of 56,559 bales, making 
the total quantity available 9,159 
To arrive at Boston during 


bales. 
the present month, 3,600 bales is ex- 
pected, while in June and July at this 
port two cargoes, aggregating 11,700 
bales is scheduled. This makes the 
total visible supply for the next four 
months equal to 24,459 bales. As the 
total deliveries for consumption dur- 
ing the past four months. was 43,728 
bales, or over 10,000 bales per montb, 
the amount given as representing the 
quantity to suffice the requirements 
of consumption for the next four 
months would appear inadequate, 
but as the visible supply does uot 
include the steamer arrivals from 
London, which are of uncertain quan- 
tity, the amounts drawn from this 
source will undoubtedly prove suffici- 
ent to ward off any undue scarcity. 
The supplies imported from England 
since January ist amount to 25,265 
bales, or about 6,000 bales per month, 
and ifa like quantity be drawn from 
the same source during each of the 
next four months it will, with the 
supplies from direct sources, reach a 
total of nearly 50,000 bales, or more 
than sufficient for the requirements 
of the summer months. 

The statistical position, however, 
may be considered strong, as the total 
quantity delivered during the past 
four months largely exceeds the visi- 
ble supply for the ensuing four 
months. The present situation is in 
buyers’ favor, prices being very low 
on account of the lessened demand, 
but under ordinary conditions the 
gradual narrowing down of supplies 
will likely result in sellers’ favor.

such uses, and cod oil, not specially 
provided for in this act.” 

It is feared by those interested in 
the American fishefies that these pro- 
visions may conflict in such a manner 
as to cause much confusion in the ad- 
ministration of the law, and in effect 
to allow the admiesion free of the 
greater part of foreign fish oils which 
may be imported into this country. 

As is well known allcod oil, whether 
it be known as ‘cod liver oil’’ or 
otherwise, is made from the livers of 
the cod or other fish of the genus 
Gadidea, such as the hake, haddock, 
cusk and pollock. For this reason it 
will be diffcult, if not impossible, to 
distinguish accurately between the 
two classes of oils, even if it is under- 
stood that, ‘cod liver oil” is a grade 
specially prepared for medicinal pur- 
poses, and “‘cod oil’ is alower grade 
commonly used by tanners and other 
manufacturers. Who can say that 
cod liver oil is not cod oil ? 

It will be seen also that there is a 
conflict between paragraph 34 and

Itis 
true that certain of these industries, 
like the whale and menhaden fisher- 
ies, depend largely, if not exclusively, 

upon the product on of oll for the r 
continuance, At the same time,how- 
ever, the cod, market, and shore 
fisheries, particularly of the Atlantic 
coast, are to a considerable extent 
dependent for success upon the pro- 
duction of oil which may be obtained 
from the cod, or from other species. 

If then, we include with the men- 
haden fishery and the whale and seal 
fisheries, the bank cod fishery and 
snch shore fisheries as produce oil, 
and also the market fishery, we find 
the toral investment in vessels, boats 
and outfits, amount to an aggregate 
of $7,630,821, and that there are em- 
ployed in these idustries 22,175 men. 
‘These fignres are based on the latest 

ublished statistics of American 

heries ; they do not include large in- 
vestments on shore, and are believed 
to be conservative estimates. 

It will be seen therefore, that what- 
ever effects these industries, in the 
matter of tariff or otherwisa, will in- 
fluence the earnings of more than 
20,000 men, and industries of great 
value and importance, 

The relative value of oil obtained 
in certain branches of fishery, is not, 
of course, 80 much as in others. But 
there is serious apprehension that 
those oil producing fisheries which 
have little else to oy Loe may be 
placed at a special vantage if 
the tariff on importations of fish and 
whale oil isin an ad valorem instead 
of a specific duty. If the duty is made 
specific,'the fishing interests feel they 
may be able to arrange their affairs 
80 as to meet successfully any con- 
tingencies which may arise. But 
they will be leftin much uacertainty 
ifthe duty is ad valorem, and may 
be subjected io such sharp competi- 
tion, through undervaluation or mis- 
representation, that the a re 
sult may be great hardships to im- 
= fishing industries and per- 

s their discontinuance. 
he actual value of the annual 
ield of fish and whale oil in the 

nited States fisheries approximate a 
total of $1,248,387. The product of 
fish oil, other than menhaden oil in 
1889—the last year for which statis- 
tics are available—was 370,492 gal- 
lons, with a value of $98,924. 

The average yield of oil from the 
menhaden fishery, for a period of six 

ears, was $2,942,259 gallons, worth 
3602, 971 86 at the price paid the pro- 
ducers. 
There is much fluctuation in the 
yield of the whale fishery, but the an-

Cheap Ammonia. 


Chemists have for many years been 
comes % extract the nitrogen from 
the economically so that commer- 
cial use can be made of it in com- 
pounds, especially ammonia. They 
consider this one of the most impor- 
tant problems of the age. as so many 
industries depend on it. A process 
has recently been discovered which 
will, it is believed, produce the much 
desired result. The inventor claims 
that fertilizers can be made in this 
way at a far lower cost than at pres- 
ent, so that they can be used to re- 
fresh land which was not thought to 
be worth the trouble on account of 
the cost. 

The details of this process are as fol- 
lows: Lima oil, or any other hydro- 
oason, is decomposed and the result 
ing h Y drocarbon gases and vapors are 
introduced into a retort or cupola 
working under a heat. of about 2,200 
degrees. This heat cracks the hydro- 
carbons, first into lesser hydrocarbons 
and then into their element3, carbon 
and hydrogen, each in an active, en. 
ergetic, or nascent condition, ready 
to seize upon anything for which it 
has a chemical affinity. Atthe same 
time air is admitted, while lime, in 
troduced at the top of the cupola, is 
sifting downward through the heated 
furnace, which is kept at a high tem- 
perature. All the necessary condi- 
tions now being present, chemical ac- 
tion takes place. The carbon and the 
nitrogen unite to form cyanogen, 
which combines with the alkali to 
che oa while the hydrogen 

and may be collected, car- 
seaaned, and sold for iyeeeeoting 
= The cyanide is then decompose 
steam, and sulphate of ammonia 
is hen procured, 

The process, as will be seen, is ex- 
witeale simple, for no costly machin- 
ery is necessary in the manufacture 
of ammonia and the materials are

that there should be nothing to pre- 
vent the production in almost un- 
limited quantities and at such a price 
as to be within the reach of theordin- 

ary farmer. All of this has been done 
in an experimental way and the var- 

ious parts of the process have been 
successfully employed on a large 
scale at different places. At one of 
the experimental tests the equivalent 
in the ammonical liquor of over 2,000 
pounds of sulphate of ammonia to ‘the 
ton of coal was produced. But in 
order to make allowances for loss 
when the plant is conducted on a 
commercial scale, 1,000 pounds is 
used as a basis of calculation. it is 
estimated that sulphate of ammonia 
can be produced by this process at @ 
cost of $22 per ton or abotone-fourth 
of its present cost. Besides this, the 
bye-producis are an important factor ; 
the illuminating gas which is produc- 
ed in the process is calculated to be 
about 160,000 feet to the ton of am- 
monia, and there is a large demand 
fer the cyanides which are produced.

The Canadian Petroleum Tariff. 


Well, the die is cast, and the dread. 
ful suspense to which we have been 
subjected for the past four months is 
over, and the worst has come. Itis 
useless to disguise the fact that we 
ate both displeased and disappointed. 
Displeased because the result is the 
outcome of argument from ignorance 
of the facts, and disappointed because 
we expected different results from 
those who know the facts and have 
the power to carry them out, where 
$20,000,0°0 has been expended in de. 
veloping this oil region, and the diffi- 
culty we have with our small produc- 
ing wells to compete with the present 
gushers and flowing wells of the 
United States. 

In Committee of Ways and Means 
the House spent Tuesday last in dis- 
cussing that part of the tariff ques- 
tion relating to our own industry, and 
finally reduced the duty on refined 
oil to six cents and on crude to three 
cents, 

The blow is a hard one, and it is 
difficult at present to say what the 
result willbe. A great diversity of 
opinion is at present expressed as to 
the action of the Government, but all 
are unanimous in regretting that the 
Government should be forced to re- 
duce the duty on oil to six cents after 
having given us all to understand 
when the Budget was brought down 
that our protection would still con- 
tinue to be what the Reform Govern- 
ment gave us when they were in 


wer. 
The national policy has done noth 
ing for the oil industry, as the fram- 
ers of it did not give us any more 
protection than we had before. Both 
Governments considered the petro 
leum industry one which deserved 
the utmost protection that could be 
iven to it, and many persons have 
Coon under the impression that our 
protection was an act of the national 
policy, and unduly censured the pres- 
ent Government for putting it on, 
when they were not in an any way re- 
sponsible for that portion of the tariff.

Opportunity has lately been afford- 
ed me to visit the — deposits 
of Hickman —_— enn., and to 
draw my own samples direct fram the 
seams, After inspecting some 3 }p.

I am familiar with the North Can-

tion also clearly illustrates the ad- 


tion in the case ofoils which possess 
such a delicate noture as Sicilian and 
Oalabrian essences. In the case of 
bergamot and tangerine oils, the un- 
favorable decomposition of a char- 
acteristic constituent by heat and the 
formation of free acid must not only 
affect the flavor but also the stability 
of the oll, while, although lemon oil 
suffers no actual decomposition as 
far as could be observed, there is a 
tendency to leave the citral in the 
residual products of distillation. 

After sous this, it occurred to 
me that the subject warranted an at- 
tempt on my part to either verify or 
disprove the statements of Messrs. 
Helbing and Passmore, It was my 
original intention personally to visit 
several of the laboratories, but it took 
me only a very few minutes to realize 
that what has taxed the ability of the 
best European chemists for years— 
the detection of adulteration in es 
sences—could not be accomplished in 
one visit by the veriest tyro in the 
chemist’s art. . 

I then concluded that the best. 
course that, as a layman, I could 
purse would be to secure the expres- 
sions of the merchants themselves, 
over their own signatures.

turing sulfo acids from petroleum, 
which consists in sulfonating the aro- 
matic series of hydrocarbons contain. 
ed in petroleum,natural mineral oll,or 
the distillates or residuums thereof, 
leaching the sulfonate with cold water, 
subjecting the remainder to the aoc- 
tion of hot water, decanting or other- 
wise separating the matter soluble in 
hot water, and then adding a base, 
such as lime, to the hot water solu- 
tion, and finally liberating the acids 
by combining the base with suitable 
reagents, such as hydrochloric acid, 
substantially as dezcribed. 

2. The method of manufacturin 
sulfo acids from petroleum, whi 
consists in sulfonating the aromatic 
series of hydrocarbons contained in 
petroleum, natural mineral oil, or the 
distillates or residuums thereof, leach- 
ing the sulfonated product with cold 
water, subjecting the remainder to 
the action of hot water, and then add- 
ing a base, such as lime, to the hot 
water solution, separating the soluble 
and insoluble sulfo salts thereby ob- 
tained, by filtration or other means, 
and liberating from the solution of

The unsettled state of the lard and 
kindred grease markets has not tend- 
ed to increase the confidence of either 
buyer or seller, and while prices for 
lard oil have eased off fully two cents 
it has incited little activity. Ootton- 
seed oil is very quiet, but s'ocks are 
in such good control that no appreci- 
abie fluctuations in values have taken 

lace. Oocoanut may be said to be 

rmer, while linseed is moving freely 
and supplies unobtainable below 
ctusher’s quotations. The fish oils 
are stagnant and without features of 
any kind, while the mineral lubri 
cants find only a consuming outlet. 
Vegetable Olis. 

Linseed.—While trading has been 
rather slack during the week under 
review, there are no indications that 
62c ia being shaded. There are in- 
timations, however, that 56c oil will 
be reached before the month is out. 
There is a fair ong trade in pro- 
gress, but not equal to previous 
years for this season of the year. As 
noted in our last prices have been ad- 
vanced io the west and 50c is now 
lowest price quoted for car lots with 
only limited offerings at this figure. 
Less is heard around the trade of 
second hand oe being offered at 
a shade under regular quotations, 
evidently they prefer to keep it for 
thelr own consumption rather than 
pay an advanced price for future 
supplies. The market closes firm at 
6c for city and western oil. 

Cottonseed Crude.—The season be- 
ing about over there is not sufficient 
stock of prime crude coming to hand 
to make a market. What few lots 
bave arrived are what might be 
classed as extra quality of off oil and 
bring from 28@29c as to quality. The 
price asked at the mills ranges from 
25@26c as to location, with 230 loose 
bid. The sales reported are for odd 
lots at 290 and at 26@27c for off crude. 
We note sales of 75 bbis nearly prime 
at 27c, 100 bbls prime crude at 290, 70 
bbls off crude at 27c, 75 bbls prime 
crude 29c, and 60 bbls off crude at 26o 
as to quality. 

Refined, — While the market has 
been dull and lifeless under light 
trading, there are no indications of 
weakness. On the contrary there is 
a strong undertone which only needs 
a slight encouragement on the part of 
buyers to witness an advance in val- 
ues. The weakness of lard and tal- 
low is apparently baving mo percep- 
tible effect on values for choice grades 
of oil, which readily bring full prices. 
Sofarthe mills which have astock of 
oil on band, show no disposition to 
weaken, and are atill quoting 31@33< 
loose as to location for choice yeliow. 
The only export demand there is 
comes from the Mediterranean, who 
is taking up any cheap lots of white 
oil, that ma, e offered at a shade 
under 870, which is lowest quoted for 
choice makes. There has been a 
slight improvement inthe demand 
fromthe West for choice summer 
yellow, for which 82c loose, at Texas 
mills was paid for 700 bbis. 
There is considerable inquiry 
from the soap trade for off 
yellow and at the close noth- 
ing better than 32c here is quoted, 
witb 32c bid and «-+clined for several

Yhe samples are to be renewed 
every two months, or oftener if nec 
sary, and every inspector of nav 
stores will be furnished by the inape 
tion committee with approved type ° 
sampies, at least once in two montbé 
or oftener, if necessary. 

The inspectors are required ” 
sample at the bottom, head or side ® 
the barrel, of atleast 5 per cent. 
every mark of rosin grading 
better quality, and should falee pact: 
ing be discovered, they must 6 
the entire lot of falae packing, apd 
the expense of this examination mut 
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pe paid by the seller of the rosin.

marked with both highest and lowest 
de, aud both samples exhibited. 
fois rosin will then be sold on its 
merits without reference to either 
e, but if there is no special agree- 
ment made the settlement will be 
made at the price of the lowest grade.

Among those with 
whom we come in special contact,

Things will in 
time readjust themselves, but, await- 
ing that, caution and care will be 
more generally observed than usual. 

Sugar stock is still kept well in 
hand by the manipulators, and it is 
by far the most active stock on the 
exchanges, and though it is supposed 
that at least ons interest has disposed 
of a large block, others find no diffi 
culty in encouraging a following.

These are, in the first 
place, the boric acid springs of Tus- 
cany. Next, the native Thibetan tin- 
cal, the oldest of all boral materials: 
the huge deposits in the Sounth- 
Western United States, discovered 
some twenty years ago; bor. 
acite from Asia Minor; and the 
South American and Persian borate 
of lime. Any one of these seurces 
of material would probably suffice to 
keep the world supplied, at a mode 
rate price, with all the borax it needs 
for medicinal, detergent and indus- 
trial purposes. Some of them, it is 
true, such as those of Nevada and 
Thibet, are not readily accessible, but 
those in South America, on the other 
hand, are close enough to the sea 
board to remove all fear of a recur- 
rence of such a period of scarcity as 
existed some forty years ago, when, 
after the dying out of the Dutch 
borax refining industry, two or three 
English makers had the wuole fleld 
to themselves, and raised the price of 
refined borax for a while to £140 per

African Cinchona Bark. 


In the Kew Bulletin for April, refer- 
ence is made to the fact that early in 
the present year a quantity of red 
cinchona bark, trom O, succirubra, 
was sold at the London gales as ‘West 
Ooast African bark.” It is shown 
that the bark may be regarded as 
being derived solely from cultivated 
trees, own from seeds or plants 
originally obtained from South Amer- 
ica, The whole of it, moreover, ap- 
— to come from the Portuguese 
sland of St. Thomas. and there is no 
evidence that cinchona is cultivated 
anywhere op the mainland of the 
West Ooast of Africa. A sample of 
bark grown at St. Thomas, and pre- 
sented to the Royal Gardens in 1884, 
was certified as yielding crystallized 
quinine, 2°64 per cent., crystallized 

uinidine 0°11, crystallized cinchoni- 
dine 0:48, cinchonine 4:06 and amor- 
phous alkaloid 1 per cent,

Castor Oll as an Adalterant, 


L. Maupy describes a method of 
detecting castor oil in croton ofl or 
copaiba, which is based on the reac. 
tion that occurs when castor oil is 
subjected to dry distillation in the 
presence of potash or soda, sebacic 
acid and caprylic alcohol then result. 
ing from the decomposition of ricino. 
leic acid, thus—

The sebacic acid, obtained by treat. 
ing the alkaline sebacate with a min. 
eral acid, is insoluble in cold, but so}. 
uble in boiling water. Oleic aoid 
submitted to distillation also yields 
sebacic acid, but the latter is not re 
duced from olive or poppy oil in 
presence of excess of alkali, and it{s 
probable that in this respect castor 
oil may be peculiar. In testing sus. 
pected copaiba ten grams of it are 
warmed gently in a silver ca 
with as much dry caustic soda, Whe 
the effervescence subsides the odor 
of caprylic alcohol will indicate th 
presence of any castor oil, Subse 
quently, the product of the reaction 
is treated with about fifty grams ol 
distilled water and warmed to assist 
solution. When cold the insolubk 
resin is filtered out, and the liquid 
treated in a porcelain capsule with 
excess of nitric acid. It isthen boiled 
and filtered whilet hot On cooling, 
if castor oil has been present, a white 
precipitate of sebacic acid forms, 
which is soluble in boiling water and 
precipitated from the solution by sub. 
acetate of lead as sebacate of lead, 
This process is said to detect as litth 
as a few drops of castor oil in te 
grams of copaiba. In the case ol 
croton oil the procedure is the sams, 
except that only five grams of oll 
should be treated and the other sub- 
stances reduced in quantity by half!

Apart from the indisputable evi- 
dence of the natural occurrence of 
petroleum in this district afforded by 
the indications which we met with in 
our examination of the well, and by 
the statements made to us respect- 
ing similar indications elsewhere 
in the neighborhood, the importance 
of the case is largely based upon the 
particulars furnished of the consider- 
able influx of oil into the well which 
occurred subsequent to the earth- 
—_ in the summer of 1892, but 

ese particulars have been given in 
so circumstancial a manner and by 
so many creditable witnesses that we 
feel justified in accepting them as a 
factor in arriving at our conclusion. 
It therefore appears to us not unrea- 
sonable to assume, from all we have 
learned as the result of our investiga- 
tion, that, despite the deductions 
which might be drawn solely from a 
consideration of the geological forma- 
tion, petroleum of a quality indicative 
of satisfactory yr does ex- 
ist in this locality. The degree of 
commercial importance attaching to 
the indications met with can only be 
determined by exploring the strata by 

drilling, and after careful and pro- 
lon consideration we have come 
to the conclusion that the existing 
data justify such expenditure as may 
be necessury for the purpose. We 
recommend the use of the diamond 
drill in these operations, in order that 
cores may be obtained for examina- 
tion. Before this work is com 
menced it would, however, be desir- 
able to ascertain the effect of ex- 
ploding a few charges of dynamite at 
or near the bottom of the well. If 
the influx of oil in 1892 was, 
as conjectured, connected with 
the occurrence of an earthquake

During the autumn there 
still continued to be a film of oil on 
the water, but as winter approached, 
and the water in the well rose and be- 
came clear again, there was no oll, 
although the water smelt of it, and 
we could never use it for anything 
except washing clothes. 

During the spring of 1893 1 tested 
many times by dipping up buckets 
of water, but never found any appre- 
ciable quantity of oll until the hot 
dry summer had eet in, and the water 
had gone down below the level of the 
pipe of the pump. Then I started 
dipping with buckets, and found that 
the amount of oil was increasing till 
we obtained the oil you have seen 
and been witness to. 

I may say that the well has been 
cleaned out five or six times in the 
past four or five years because when 
the water was low it got nasty and 
not fit to drink ; but it had never been 
below the pipe, and there had never 
been any failure of water until the 
summer of 1892, when I first dis- 
covered the oil, 

STATEMENTS BY OTHER PERSONS. 

Eliza Bryant has been in the ser 
vice of Dr. Newton Wade for the past 
three years as cook. Distinctly re- 
members discovering the petroleum 
in the well during the summer of 
1892. Had peeled a saucepanful of 
potatoes, and had filled the saucepan 
at the pump in the scullery as usual, 
and carried it into the kitchen when 
she noticed a strong smell of lamp oil, 
and found that the saucepan con- 
tained oil, which had a yellow color.

Alban Jones was backwards and 
forwards while they were doing the 
work, and William Flower (mason) 
helped him, Remembers that as far 
back as fifteen years ago there was 
great complaint about the water at 
Ashwick Oourt. Mrs. Hoskins was 
the tenant at the time.

Alban Jones remembers the oil be- 
ing got out of the well in 18923.

Rev, G, H. de Fraine, vicar of Stoke 
St Michael: When the new vicar, 
was built he decided to take a supriy 
of water from a neighboring spring 
in the old red sandstone, and con. 
structed a reservoir at an elevation of 
about fifty feet above the house, but 
found that it had been unable to use 
the water for dietetic purposes on ac- 
count of the presence in it of small 
quantities of petroleum, especially 
after atmospheric disturbance. At 
the present time there is no oll visible 
on the water. Speaking of the well 
in Giddylane, he knew that the water 
had been complained of by thecottag. 
ers who used it for the past six or 
seven years, and he had himeelf 
noticed that it had a smell of petro- 
leum. He had also tested the water 
and found it oily, and on sevaral oc. 
casions he had observed a scum on 
the surface, There was not the 
slighest doubt in his mind about the 
occurrence of petroleum in the well, 
he had seen the oil from the well at 
Ashwick Court, and he remembered 
that about ten years ago the Rev. J, 
B d’Aguilar, vicar of Ashwick, while 
living at the Oourt during the time 
that the vicarage (which had been 
burnt down) was being rebuilt, com- 
plained of the water.

The Manufacture of Axle Grease. 


In some localities colored axle 
reases are popular, for whose pro- 
yr the following may prove 
serviceable. The manufacture of 
these varieties of axle greases is 
carried on as foliows: 
200 Ihe water, 
20 ths sova ash, 
10 ths slaked lime, 
10 ths finely broken resin, 
50 ths wool fat, 
100 ths parafiine oil. 

Operation: The soda ash is brought 
into the kettle and over it the above 
mentioned quantity of water is pour- 
ed; the contents of the kettle are kept 
boiling until all the soda has been 
diesolved. 

This having been done, the slaked 
lime is added and the boiling con- 
tinued until the lime has also been 
dissolved. 

Now the finely broken resin. the 
wool fat, and the paraffine oil, which 
three materials have been melted 
previously, are added to the solu- 
tion, and the contents of the kettle 
are then kept boiling untila combina 
tion of all the ingredients has beet 
effected. .
